l**r’s office today. 
I his old book served from 1836 to 
1842, inclusive- aDd as fa r as is known 
this was the only record kept of state 
expenditures during the time. Scarce­ 
ly 150 pages of the book, 
which is 
eight by twelve an urn-half inches, 
were used. 
AIJ the ruling, and head­ 
ings were made by the bookkeeper, 
and the ink he used alm ost IOO years 
ago is still bright. 
The nam es of those entered in the 
ledger are the nam es of early Texas 
history. 
Accounts w ere kept with 
Bowie, Houston, L am ar, the A ustins, 
Fannin, Lorenz* de Zavala and many 
others. 
In fact the nam es entered in 
this book reail like a list of Texas

French and Italian soldiers quartered 
here for four years. 
E very line of 
bu sine.-s has undergone extraordinary 
expansion in the city and its environs 
(-The Baloniki area, whieh heretofore 
I has been one of the dirtiest and most 
I unsanitary in Europe, has been made 
a t least habitable. 
New 
sanitary 
m ethods have been introduced by the 
B ritish and French. 
D isease-breed­ 
ing sw am p on the outsk irts 
of the 
city have been drained. 
W ater sys­ 
tem s have been purified and drainage 
has been improved. 
Miles of new 
roads have been built. 
N um berless 
-tone and wooden buildings have been 
constructed and a score of modern 
hospitals established. 
H undreds of 
miles of telegraph and telephone lines 
have been installed, and acres of arid 
soil have been converted into produc­ 
tive gardens. 
Only for the disastrous fire of A u­ 
gust, 1917. which caused $200,000-000 
dam age, the city and its surroundings 
have been revolutionized. 
No steps 
have been taken by the Greek govern­ 
ment since the g reat fire to rebuild 
any of the devastated 
area. 
The. 
question of undertaking it is one sole­ 
ly of lalior and m aterial. 
The funds 
are available for the work. 
Most of 
the 50,OOO person- made hom eless by 
the fin* are now living in tents and 
huts on the hillsides, or in the cel- 
larsand ruins 
of 
burned buildings 
where they live alm ost like rats. 
No 
fay of sunshine enters th eir wretched 
cellar abodes. 
They sleep on straw 
and live alm ost entirely 
on 
black 
bread and vegetables. 
AU are poor 
They lack proper clothing, shoes and 
all the ordinary conveniences of life. 
The Am erican Red C ross is helping 
them . 
At one tim e the center of learning 
of the ancient world, Saloniki today 
has little to show 
in the 
w ay of 
schools, libraries or academ ies. N oth­ 
ing except a few broken columns re­ 
main of its ancient stadium , senate 
hippodrom e or tem ples. 
The 
few 
school buildings and churches are now 
filled w ith refugees. 
The best build­ 
ings have been converted into hospit­ 
als. 
The .splendid th eatres that ex­ 
isted in past centuries have been dis­ 
placed 
by 
cheap 
m oving-picture 
houses. The only structures of m erit 
that have stood the ravages of w eath­ 
er and battle are the two trium phal 
arches built by the Romans. 
These 
are on the main street- w’hich fo r m s 
a p art of the highw ay to C onstanti­ 
nople. 
The m ost picturesque features of 
th** Macedonian capital are its g reat 
defensive walls, and the num berless 
Turkish minarets th a t rise from al­ 
most every part of the town. 
Thes*’ 
w alls present today a really form id­ 
able defense to the city. 
The m ina­ 
rets. though little used today, ara 
rem inders of a tim e when the Turkish 
em pire em braced the whole of Mace­ 
donia and forced its religion on all 
th at cam e under its authority. 
On Saloniki’s principal street on Ute 
w aterfro n t the Am erican Hug is al­ 
w ays 
conspicuous, 
identifying 
the 
home and office of George Horton, 
the w estern American consul-general 
who has spent 25 years in the consu­ 
lar service. 
Mr. Horton is considered 
almost a native of Macedonia, for he 
not only sn eak s the Greek language 
fluently hut his 
wife 
is a Greek 
woman. 


London. April 16.— A ppalling inci­ 
dents of the trag ed y of starvation in 
Petrograd are revealed by a w riter in 
the Ru.'koje Slovo, a new spaper pub­ 
lished a t l.ibau.

“ It is difficult for me 
to answ er this question; difficult to 
return to the exciting and fantastic 
moods evoked by hungry, abandoned 
Retrograd. 
Educated people beg for alm s in 
the streets and hang around public 
eating houses gazing piteously 
into 
the eyes of those who eat and w ait­ 
ing greedily in case anyone should 
leave some morsel behind.’ 
“Children rum m age in the refuse 
pits and ravenously devour heads of 
herrings and all the things despised 
even by the hungry P etrograd house­ 
wife, all the thing- undiscovered ev.-n 
by the lean, enfeebled P etrograd cats. 
“ I w’ill not tell of the terrible judi­ 
cial proceedings 
where 
ten-year-old 
dehum anized boys adm it with sullen 
cynicism th at they deliberately killed 
a little brother or sister who em bit­ 
tered th eir lives and devoured all the 
bren*! rations. 
All these things made 
up the chronicle of daily happenings 
when w*e still had a pi 'CSS. 
“ How do they liv e who have not 
become wild bea.-ts? 
They are al! 
hungry and th at is why no one speaks 
of his hunger. 
Hum an suffering has 
lost its individuality. 
Who will pity 
me if I nearly die of hunger when 
everyone is hungry him self? 
E very­ 
one will turn aw ay and say in a surly 
voice: 
‘I- too, am dying.’ 
Men and women cease to complain. 
They drop in the street through sheer 
starvation but you seldom hear any­ 
one complain about his hunger, his 
own 
to rtu rin g 
enervating 
hunger. 
They ail pretend to be busv w ith their 
wonted a ffairs as though they had 
come to an unspoken agreem ent, as 
though 
their 
custom ary 
existence 
w ere still going on and nothing bad 
altered. 
“A school girl is running along with 
her bundle of books to catch an elec­ 
tric car. 
H er dress is hanging from 
her body, her face has draw n together 
so th at it is now about the size of a 
fist. She is assuredly hungry, but she 
runs as she used to run in days long 
ago to catch the car as though sh** 
m ust run on and on. 
“On a garden path a little boy is 
playing. 
His m other calls him and 
gives him a piece of bread made of 
some doubtful flour substitute. 
H*' 
eats it very carefully and collects a1! 
the crum bs and retu rn s to his game. 
Nor does his m other groan or sigh 
but hurriedly takes from

basket a worn stocking and m ends it. 
A ssuredly she has forgotten the re­ 
m em brance of food, yet she hurries on 
with her work.

Floated by Govern­ 
ment; to Mature in 
Four Years and Bear 
4 3-4 Per Cent Inter­ 
est and Be Partially 
Tax Exempt. 


Washington, April 14.—Terms

victory liberty loan 
were 
an­ 
nounced Sunday by Secretary Glass. 
They are: 
Amount 
$4,500,000,000, 
over-sub­ 
scription to he rejected. 
Interest 4 
15-4 per cent for partially tax exempt 
notes, convertible into 3 3-4 per cent 
notes wholly tax exempt. 
M aturity four years, with the treas­ 
ury reserving the privilege of redeem­ 
ing the notes in three years. 
The 3 3-4 per cent notes to be is­ 
sued later also may be converted sub­ 
sequently back into 4 3-4 per cent 
notes. 
The 4 3-4 per cent securities are to 
be exempt from state and local taxa­ 
tion, excepting estate and inheritance 
taxes, and from normal rates of fed­ 
eral income taxes. The 3 3-4 per cent 
securities are exempt from all federal, 
state and local taxes except estate 
and inheritance taxes. 
Smaller Than Expected. 
The size of the loan was much small 
er than had been anticipated by most 
financial observers, who looked for an 
issue of about $6,000,000,000, particu­ 
larly in view of Secretary Glass’ past 
statem ent that the loan would be four 
or five billions. 
This will be the last liberty loan, 
Secretary Glass explained, although 
there will be other issues of govern­ 
ment securities to finance belated war 
expenses. 
These will not be floated 
by popular campaigns. 
’ None of the past issues of liberty 
bonds are convertible into victory loan 
notes, and there are not specific pro­ 
visions in the term s of the victory is­ 
sue serving directly to maintain m ar­ 
ket prices of past isses.

campaign already has begun actively 
without formal acceptance of subscrip­ 
tions, said reports to the treasury, al­ 
though the official opening date-is 
April 21. one week from Monday.

Mexico City, April IO.—The resig­ 
nation of Rafael Nieto, who for four 
years has held the post of under un­ 
der secretary of the treasury, and 
for more than a year has been in 
full charge of the department, was 
accepted today by President Caranza. 
Luis Cabrera, former secretary of the 
treasury, has been named to fill the 
position and took the oath of office 
Wedneday. 
Senor Nieto is expected to enter the 
campaign for the governorship of tho 
-tate of San Luis Potosi. 


W ashington, April IO.—State de­ 
partm ent officials are much interest­ 
ed in news from Mexico City that 
Luis Cabrera has been appointed by 
President Carranza to succeed Rafael 
Nieto as head of the treasury. 
It is 
understood the change has been con­ 
templated. 
Nieto has just returned to Mexico 
City after a fruitless effort to se­ 
cure a loan for his government from 
New York bankers. 
Cabrera is regarded in Washington 
as one of the bitterest enemies of 
the United States in Mexico. 
During the war he toured Latin- 
America endeavoring to align the L at­ 
in republics in a policy of neutrality 
with Mexico, where the German min­ 
ister, Von Eckhardt, was conducting 
his anti-American activities. 
During the revolution Cabrera was 
close to Carranza and to him is a t­ 
tributed largely the adoption of a new 
constitution which permitted the con­ 
fiscation of properties and 
against 
which the Unitea States, British and 
French governments have protested 
and which is now the point of issue 
between these coutries and Mexico. 
Cabrera wTas a member of the Mex 
lean commission that came to the 
United States at the time of the A. 
B. C. conferences. 
At Atlantic City 
his conduct so aroused Judge Gray; 
and Secretary Lane that the negotia­ 
tions were for a time suspended.

Liberty Loan, which will be of­ 
fered for popular subscription on 
April 21, will take the form of 
four and three-quarters per cent, 
three or four years convertable 
gold notes of the United States. 
These four and three-quarters 
per cent notes will be exempt 
from State and local taxes ex­ 
cept fnheritance ujwl estate tax­ 
es, and from regular Federal in­ 
come taxes.

are the notes that will be chosen 
by most of the purchasers in 
this district.
